Jefferson City Holds That If Removal 
Wins the Present Site Reverts © 
to Uncle Sam. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Oct. 16.—As the 
day of the election approaches the voters 
of the State should bear in mind that they 
ought to give some attention to the Con- 
giitutional amendment submitted by the 
last General Assembly, providing, if adopted, 
for the removal of the State capital from 
Jefferson City to Sedalia. This amend- 
ment was one of a series of four sub- 
mitted by the Legislature, and the full text 
has already been printed in the Post-Dis- 
patch. . 

The General Assembly at the same ses- 
sion passed a law describing the form of 
ballot to be used in voting on Constitu- 
tional amendments. Formerly they were 
simply numbered in the order of their sub- 
mission by the Legislature. The ballot H- 
self contained nothing to indicate the char- 


acter or the scope of the proposed change 
in the original law. Now it is different, 
the Secretary of State being required to 
certify to each County Clerk or other proper 
officer the form of the ballot to be used 
in voting on each amendment. It is also 
provided that such ballot shall state or 
indicate the character or nature of the pro- 
pgsed Constitutional amendment or amend- 
ments to be voted on.“ This will greatly 
add to the convenience of the voter and 
materially aid him in casting an intelligent 
vote. 

The Secretary of State has not yet certi- 
fied the ballo: to the counties, but it is safe 
to say that it will contain the words, for 
the removal of the State capital from Jef- 
ferson City to Sedalia,’ or something sub- 
stantially similar. The new act of the 
Legislature referred to (laws of Missouri 
1895) contains the further provision that 
“ballots printed or prepared as herein re- 
-quired shall not be counted on the proposi- 
tion therein submitted.“ 

It is frequently asked what vote is re- 
quired to secure the adoption of the amend- 
ment, that is, whether a majority of those 
voting at the election or on the particular 
amendment is necessary to determine the 
result in the affirmative. The words of 
the Constitution on the subject (art. 15, sec. 
2) are as follows: “If a majority of the 
qualified voters of the State voting for or 
against any of the said amendments, the 
same shall be allowed and taken to have 
deen ratified by the people.“ 

It seems, therefore, that the affirmative 
vote of only a majority of those voting on 
the removal amendment is necessary to se- 
cure its adoption. 

The people of Jefferson City naturally 
feel a deep interest in the result of the vove 
on the removal proposition. It means many 
things to them. The State capital was fixed 
here at the beginning of our Satehood and 
the present city was built Up on the faith 
of it remaining the permanent seat of gov- 
ernment of the State. In fact, the United 
States Government donated four sections 
of land for that purpose. The State accepted 
the gift and selected the site of Jefferson 
City as the capital, naming it in_honor of 
the author of the laration of Independ- 
ence, 

This was shortly before the death of the 
grea? sage and patriot. The State, having 
reserved a sufficient part of the donated 
land, sold the remainder to purchasers in 
the open market, and they and their suc- 
cessors in title now own i%, and have their 
homes on it.

How the Free Coinage of Silver Will Benefit 
the Workingmen. 


Mr. W. G. Eggleston will be remembered as the writer of some articles 
for the Post-Dispatch several months ago, on “The Price of Gold Fixed 
by Law.” At the present time Mr. Eggleston is the managing editor of 
the Helena (Mont.) Independent. In the following letter to Mr. Charles 
B. Cook of St. Louis, Mo., he answers convincingly the question often 
asked by workingmen: “How will the free coinage of silver benefit me?’ 


Dear Sir—Replying to yours ot Oct. 7, 1896, in regard to the number of 
miners who would be employed in the West in case of free coinage of 
silver, conservative estimates by those familiar with mining resources and 
possibilities in Montana and other mining States place the number at 
15,000 in Montana alone, with an additional 50,000 skilled and unskilled labor- 
ers in other occupations in this State, whose labor would be demanded 
by increased general business of all kinds on account of increased mining, 
not only of silver, but of lead, zinc, copper, coal, iron and gold, all of 
which, except iron and coal, are found in our silver-bearing ores. 

For the eleven mining States of the West we estimate—on a conserva- 
tive calculation—500,000 additional miners and other laborers. But it 
would be a mistake to suppose that any of the miners would be pro- 
ducing silver alone, In the list of dividend and non-dividend paying mines 
published regularly in the Engineering and Mining Journal of New York, 
you will find scarcely a mine that produces silver alone. Many mines that 
begin with silver ore at the surface develop gold lower down—asg the 
great Comstock mine, for example. 3 

Any one cam see, then, that free coinage, which means a fixed mint 
price of $1.29 an ounce for silver, means an enormous increase in our gold 
production, since it will then pay to work ores containing both gold and 
silver which cannot now be worked except at a loss. For example: Near 
Helena is a group of refractory ores, showing at least 1,000,000 tons, show- 
ing an average of $13 in gold and sixteen ounces of silver per ton, making 
the ore worth at present about $23 a ton. Smelting and freight charges 
on such ore amount to $20 a ton, to say nothing of mining; so that ore 

can't be worked except at a loss. But with free coinage, and $1.29 an 
ounce for silver, we would get $13,000,000 in ‘gold alone, which cannot be 
got with silver at its present price. This is but one of hundreds of such 
ore deposits. 

The same is true of immense deposits of silver-lead, silver-copper and 
other mixed ores. Now consider that a large part of that $13,000,000 of 
gold lying near this city would, if mined, be spent for farm and factory 
products of the Eastern and Middle States, to say nothing of the silver and 
other metals so used! . 

Free coinage of silver will therefore enable our people to dig their own 
gold out of American mountains, instead of borrowing it from England 
and paying interest for its use, besides increasing our production of other 


employing the surplus and now unemployed labor of Eastern 
7 States, free coinage of silver would not only draw from those 
States at Mast 500,000 laborers of all kinds to the eleyen great mining 
States, but their personal wants, and the needs of their occupations, 
would create an enormous market for manufactured products of Eastern 
and Middle State factories and mills, embracing everything in the way of 
machinery, food, clothing. and implements of all classes of artisans. In 
the matter of canned foods alone the demand would be enormous. 
The local demands for skilled labor would include all branches. 
Therefore, when the laboring man of the Bast or the Mississippi Val- 
ley asks, “Will free coinage of silver put me in the way of getting a 
job?” the answer is: Tes; either here at home, or in one of the mining 
States.” 
The man who now has a job should remember what effect this will 
have on the unemployed min who is now trying to get his job at lower 
wages.

These vessels proceed, say, to Rio Janeiro. 
China, Japan; Mexico or any other silver 
country, entering the same port at the same 
time. A purcheser goes aboard the En- 
glish vessel, prices the goods (say 4 cents per 
yard), but, having no gold, offera silver coin 
or bullion. The Englishman says he wants 
gold, but will take Mexican or other 
coin or bullion at the market value, two for 
one, or 8 cents per ‘yard. The purchaser 
having heard something about free coinage 
in the United States, goes on board the 
Yankee vessel, inspects the goods, finds 
them of the same quality as the English 

„ asks the price, and being informed 
offers to pay in silver coin or bullion. The 
cargo is unloaded, and the Yankee, if he 
gets bullion, takes it home to the mint, 
loads his vessel and returns to the foreign 
port. 

The natives, advised of his previous sale, 
refuse to buy of the Englishman, and me 
Yankee finds the English vessel where he 
left it, with cargo unteuched, and again 
sells his cargo. 1 

But some one may ask what preve the 
Englishman from taking the con org bull- 
ion for his goods, conveying it to a United 
States mint and having it coined free? 
Nothing, of course, but when he gets his 
silver dollars, what will he do with them? 
He could not go to Engiand and reload, for 
there they would only be “commodity,” or 
worth 50 cants. Then, if he did not intend to 
go out of business, he would come to the 
United States and load his vessel with 
goods manufactured here. This being fol- 
lowed, what would become of English man- 
ufacturers? What would become of Eng- 
land? 

She would have to come to 16 to 1 or 
bankruptcy inside of twelve months. 

We all know that 12 is to her interest to 
keep the gold standard, but an Englishman 
is no fool, If she does not come to 16 tol 
it is plain that there will not be in the 
United States an {dle spindle, an idle work- 
shop or an idle man. This will make wages 
and higher wages. There are no fixed wages 
and but very few fixed salaries. 

The question may be asked, why Mexico 
on ‘her silver basis does not reap the ad- 
vantages here proposed; or why France was 
unable to fully maintain bimetallism? 

This reminds me of the argument of Sec- 
retary Morton at Chicago, when he was 
throwing rocks at the defunct Confederacy. 
Among other puerile remarks he said that 
the Confederacy could not make her money 
go. 

I had occasion in 1861 to send some money 
to Arkansas, and paid I. B. Kirtland, a 
banker then here, a premium on Confederate 
paper money. Our ports were closed after- 
wards, and while we had cotton here, which 
would have brought any kind or amount of 
money, we could not sell it. Now with the 
crops of cotton, wheat, corn, tobacco, pota- 
toes and other articles, with the ports of 
the world open, we are not in the condition 
of Mexico or France. They had nothing of 
consequence or netessity to sell, and there- 
fore Mexico could not force bimetallism nor 
France maintain it. But it is a fact, with 
all the adverse conditions surrounding her, 
Mexico is progressing rapidly; new manu- 
factories are starting, vast tracts of land 
are being opened, and old mines are being 
worked. Japan and China are inviting 
American mechanics and expert manufac- 
turers, and if the United States stands on 
the gold basis with England for ten years 
longer, they will find very formidable rivals 
in these silver countries, 

Bismarck probably has more brains than 
any two men in Europe, and his opinion is, 
that if the United States leads, Europe will 
follow. Mr. Gladstone says it is against the 
interest of England as a creditor nation, 
and it is plain that she will not agree un- 
til forced; and who is more able to do this 
than the United States? Mr. Cleveland was 
forced to acknowledge that this country was 
“financially ill,“ but the gold standard men 
insist on continuing the treatment with a 
little more blood letting.

I feel that the contents of the Federal Con- 
stitution is too little understood, and it is 
with a view to placing those who may read 
this letter in possession of certain articles 
of our Constitution that I write at all, and 
thus counteracting the effect of hasty dec 
larutions like the one in question. 

The plank in question declares nothing 
more thah that the Democratic party be- 
lieves that the Federal Government has 
only those powers which are expressly del- 
egated in the Constitution, together with 
such implied powers as may be necessary to 
a proper execution of those express powers, 
and that the Democratic party believes that 
no such power exists as was exercised by 
President Cleveland when he sent Federal 
troops into the State of Illinois to suppress 
domestic violence over the protest of Gov. 
Altgeld. 

If this principle is right then President 
Cleveland was wrong. 

The Democratic party maintains that all 
of those attributes of sovereignty which 
were not, in so many words, or by neces- 
sary implication from the words used, dele- 
gated to the Federal Government by the 
people of the United States were retained by 
and remained in the people, and here is its 
authority: 

ARTICLE II. OF THE ARTICLES OF 
CONFEDERATION, 

Each State retains its sovereignty, freedom

diction and right, which is not by this con- 
federation expressly delegated to the United 
States in congress assembled. 

The foregoing article is cited more for the 
purpose of showing how early the Américan 
people declared for this principle of Consti- 
tutional law than because I think it is the 
law of our land by force of that deciara- 
tion. 

So important was this principle deemed 
that it was re-enacted in the amendments 
to the Federal Constitution in the most dis- 
tinct and unequivocal terms in articles IX. 
and X. 

In view of the fact. that the first ten 
amendments were proposed to the Legis- 
latures of the several States by the first 
Congress, on the 25th day of September, 
1789, and were ratified by the States by 
December 15, 1791, it will be seen that the 
people of the United States were deter- 
mind that this principle should clearly 
enunciated. The history of these @mend- 
ments is as, follows: When the Constitu- 
tional Convention adjourned it submitted 
the results of its labors to the Legislatures 
of the several States. I there 
arose an opposition to its adoption, not by 
those who opposed the “Union,” but by 
those who wanted a bill of rights“ because 
they had just wrested their freedom from the 
British Government, which had 8 per- 
sistently denied them the protection of the 
English bill of rights,“ which they claimed 
as their birthright; others contended that

“I cite this merely to show the regard fcr 
the welfare of the men that obtains in the 
heart of Mr. Guyette, now posing as a 
peters var who believes the gold stand- 
ard 1 benefit his fellows. 

Mr. Guyette may as well understand 
that the vast . of the shoe work- 
ers in his factory, this factory and every 
other factory in the city are for Bryan and 
free silver.

BEHRING INQUEST POSTPONED. 


Police Trying to Find the Young Man’s 
Trail After He Says He Separated 
From the Girl Suicide. 


Coroner Wait went to his office Friday 
morning expecting to hold a formal in- 
quest on the body of Lillie Behring, the 
young girl who committed suicide Wednes- 
day at the Capitol Hotel, Ninth and Chest- 
nut streets.

Amos Davis, the young man who is sus- 
pected of having passed the night with her 
prior to the day on which she committed 
the deed, is still a prisoner in the holdover, 
with no charge against him.

hint as to his whereabouts after the hour 
he said he parted with Lillie Behring on 
Tuesday night. 

The first thing the Coroner did when he 
took up the case was to send for young 
Davis. The latter was brought up-stairs to

They seem 
impressed with Davis’ shrewdness and tak 
no stock in his agsertions.

June 28th, 1834, the United States ratio was 
changed by reduci the amount of pure 
gold in gold coins (4 United States Statutes, 
699). The effect of the change was to make 
the ratio in the United States 16.002 to 1, in- 
stead of 15 to 1, and to make silver more val- 
uable in Europe than in the United States, 
as the European ratio remained at to 1.

ary legislation of the United States so 
that anyone ean find the authority for the 
statements made. The final result has been 
the demonetizgation of silver and placing the 
country on a gold basis. The Democratic 
party wishes to put the metals back again 
equal before the law and the important 
question for us to consider is: 

1, The probability of the United States 
being able, alone, to maintain the parity of 
metals 

The United States is the richest country 
in the world. The wealth of this country 
exceeds by 30 per cent the wealth of En- 
gland. We produce more grain and nearly 
as much meat as Great Britain, France, 
Germany, Austria and Italy combined. We 
produce over 60 per cent of the world’s 
cotton supply. e have 16,000,000 cotton 
spindies and England has over 40,000,000, 
and she must buy cotton for their use. We 
have one-third ef the steam power of the 
world. We consume 20 per cent of all the 
sugar produced in the world, 30 per cent of 
all the coffee, 83 per cent of all the steel, 
30 per cent of all the wool, 33 per cent of all 
the rubber, 40 per cént of all the coal, and 
50 per cent of all the tin, We have as 
many miles of railroad as Europe, Asia 
and Africa combined. We consume every 
year five times as much of our mahu- 
factures as Great Britain exports of hers to 
all the world. e railroads of this country 
transport merchandise for the consumption 
of our people every year valued at fifteen 
thousand millions of dollars. 

We have the most intelligent, the most 
enterprising, the .most productive, the 
wisest, the best and purest people the world 
has yet seen; agd yet the Republican par- 

say we cannot have bimetallism with- 
out the consent of other nations. The Dem- 
ocratic party says that the United States 
should now 22 a bimetallic policy with- 
out waiting for the consent or agreement 
of other nations.
